He wasn’t a very big man and he’ 


looked even more gnomelike squatting 
at the edge of our swamp with an 


over-sized pair of binoculars glued to | 
his eyes. 


Earlier that morning he 
asked if he could borrow a4 piece of 
writing paper. 

His request seemed mysterious and 
a bit creepy especially as I saw. him 
tuck my offering of a sheet of canary 
yellow copy paper in his leather brief 
case. He headed for the swamp and 
started industriously building a duck 
hunter’s blind from the mellowing 
bulrushes. 

The morning wore on and I could 
see him peering and jotting some- 
thing on the scrap of yellow paper. 
Now and then he dropped his glasses 
long enough to scribble at greater 
length. 

I had almost forgotten about him 
when the sleigh bells on our psuedo 
door bell, jingled. “I have counted 34 
species of birds in less than an hour.

Care with matches/ and smoking 
should certainly rank \top of the list. 
These familiar objects are not 80 
innocent when it comes to fire. Do 
you know that, last year, they caused 
one out of every four fires in the- 
nation? | 

Because smoking and matches are 
so treacherous from the standpoint 
of fire safety, care with them should 
be your first consideration. You know 
how a cigarette is put aside while the 
smoker goes to answer @ call at the 
door, or to look for the television pro- 
gram guide, It’s so easy to forget-— 
and so dangerous. Sometimes at a 
party, a cigarette tips off the ashtray 
and down out of sight in the up- 
holstery. It can smoulder there un- 
noticed for hours. Later - maybe 
after everybody's “safe in bed” ~ fire 
strikes the unguarded home. 

Of course, you know people should 
never smoke in bed. But smoking is 
equally dangerous in an armchair ‘if 
the smoker feels the least bit drowsy. 
He may doze off and if he is fortu- 
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there, handy fuel for many a big fire. 
A little systematic cleaning up of 
such odds and ends would

And in the kitchen too, this bad 
housekeeping menace often shows up. 
Grease is premitted to accumulate on 
stoves and pans, where it can burst 
into flame readily. Incidentally, its 
a good idea to keep a long-handled 
fork handy should a pan catch fire,

Remember, this is 
the way to save lives. 

Suppose one night you are 
|awakened by the smell of smoke. 
Don't dash to open the door to your 
lbedroom. First, place your hand 
lagainst the door. If it féels hot, it 
may mean that flame and hot or 
poisonous gases are already nearing 
the door.

Another great cause of fire—one 
in five fires in fact, according to the 
Canadian Underwriters’ Association - 
is the misuse of electricity. Some 
people use too many extension cords 
from their outlets and easily overload 
the circuit. They put in fuses that 
are larger than the line, was designed 
for. They run extension cords under 
carpeting and hang them over nails 
so the cords become frayed. Frayed 
wiring represents an open invitation 
to fire. If there is any doubt about 
the safety of the wiring in your house, 
call in a qualified electrician and 
have him check it out. 


If the hallway 
seems to be cool and there are no 
flames or smoke pouring up the 
stairway, you may be able to use. it 
as an escape route. However, if there 


is any question about safe passage, 
close the bedroom door, go to the 
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window, and call for help. If there- 


is a phone in the room, use it to call 
the fire department. Do not jump 
except as a last resort; you may in- 
jure yourself needlessly.

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Spy Sabotage 
Wreck Big Zeppelin? ° 


No tragedy has ever witnessed 
aeenes of more. heart-rending 
emotion than those which follow- 
ad the stark drama of the Hind- 

disaster when the giant 

burst into a blazing 

inferno and plunged earthwards 

earrying thirty-six people to hor- 
rible deaths. , 

Veteran reporter Herb Morri- 
son was so. distraught by the 
acenes of terror that tears flow- 
ed down his cheeks as he strove 
to fight back the emotion which 
ehoked him. 


Shouting hysterically into the 
mike, he cried: 

“It's burst into flames... 
Get out of the way, please... 
oh my, this is terrible... It is 
burning, bursting into flames... 
falling on the mooring mast and 
all the folks we... this is one 
of the worst catastrophes in the 
world! .. , Oh, the humanity, the 

ngers. , .” and then his 
voice trailed off as he could no 
longer fight back the overpower~- 
ing: emotion which gripped him.. 


evening of May 6, 1937, the huge 
airship came down through a rift 
in the clouds to land at Lake- 
hurst Naval Air Station, in New 
Jersey, carrying thirty-six pas- 
sengers and a crew of sixty-one. 

Lights gleamed from the con- 
trol cabin, from the promenade 
deck and from the bow hatches 
where crewmen worked the 
ropes and cables. 

It was 7.25 p.m., Twilight... . 

And “in the next thirty-two 
seconds the Hindenburg became 
a flaming white-hot crucible 
which took toll. of thirty-six in 
one of the most baffling pre-war 
air disasters. 

What had happened? 

A ground engineer noticed a 
small spark “like static electric- 
ity” dancing under her, not far 
from the tail. Crewmen ‘on the 
lower fin, staring up, saw @ fire 
appear towards the middle of the 
hydrogen-filled Gas Cell No. 4 
aft. It was like a flashulb’s low 

Within seconds fire. was plum- 
ing upwards in one mushroom- 
ing, boiling cloud like “a million 
magnesium flares.” . 

As the flames reached them 
and the stern began to sink, pas- 
sengers began tumbling on top 
of one another, “a mass of shriek- 
ing, crying people.” One yelled: 
“It is the end!” 

Nearing the ground, the Zepp 
cracked in the, middle, her for- 
ward section reaching skyward 
at an acute angle: and flames 
pouring from her nose like fire 
from a voleano. Eleven crewmen 
in it fell back into the raging 
crucible in rapid succession. 
Half-sobbing into his mike Herb 
Morrison managed to get out 4 
few more words: “I can’t talk, 
ladies and gentlemen . 
got to stop for a minute, for it’s 
the worst thing I have ever wit- 
nessed.” 

Only the lucky ones were able 
to smash windows and jump out 
before the fire could devour 
them. 

In those thirty-two seconds all 
was over—the Zepp down, its hy- 
drogen consumed, its fuel oil 
billowing clouds of smoke, look- 
ing like “the vast skeleton of a 
fish stripped of its flesh and 
enveloped in flames along its 
lower part.” 

What was the cause? Official 
American and German inquiries 
gave the “probable” cause as sta- 
tic electricity igniting hydrogen 
gas. But now in “Who Destroyed

to win the heavyweight title. 
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the Hindenburg?” A. A. Hoehling 
asserts that she was sabotaged. 
Hitler and Goering gagged the 
inquiry to prevent the world 
knowing that enemies of the 
Nazis had triumphed. 

A rigger on board was tall, 
blond Eric Sphel, 26, from Gos- 
chweiler Baden, who had flown 
on the previous year’s trips. 

A moody sort of fellow, he 
was the one crew member whom 
none of his shipmates seemed to 
know. Yet before the airship set 
out on its last fateful voyage he 
had been unusually exuberant 
and had often been seen in the 
company of a brunette with 
deep-set, brooding eyes. 

She was a regular patron of 
semi-clandestine drinking places 
frequented by Communists and 
others of the resistance move- 
ment. ss 

Sphel, with chief rigger Lud- 
wig Knorr and rigger Fr 
had regular access to the axial 
catwalk that tunnelled through 
Cell 4. He was the last man on 
rigger watch, and at 6 p.m. Knorr 
relieved him to go to his land- 
ing station in the bow. 

Almost immediately Knorr dis- 
covered something wrong with 
Cell 4—exactly what can never 
be known, for he died in the 
wreck. Perhaps it was 4 disar- 

gement of the fabric, causing 
to think gas was leaking, as 
one crewman heard him observe. 

Hoehling points out that at the 
end of a flight all the gas cells 
are relatively loose and floppy 
“like a wrinkled prune.” 

A small explosive device could 
easily be tucked under the folds, 
with hardly any possibility of 
detection. 

A slit could even have been 
made and the device placed in- 


stage is “riding high” in it. Be- 
fore take-off, however, the cell’s 
fullness would make conceal- 
ment difficult. 

It is unlikely, for several rea- 
sons, that any device was placed 
aboard at Frankfurt, for the air- 
ship was well guarded. Had it 
been, it would doubtless have 
been set to explode over the 
North Sea or Channel, to destroy 
all evidence. 
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side the cell, for the gas at. this 


Knorr was a trusted veteran, 
Freund also a loyal, solid crew- 
man. But what of the secretive 
Spehl? 

At. seventeen he had gone to 
Markdorf, near Friedrichschafen, 
and worked for three years as 4 
saddler’s apprentice. 

Then, unable to find employ- 
ment, he’d wandered from town 
to town for two years doing odd 
jobs and served a year ina Reich 
labour corps with its cold Nazi 
efficiency and brutal discipline. 

Glad to be a wandering labour- 
er again, he returned to Lake 
Constance in 1933, got a job at 
the Zeppelin works, helping to 
maintain the Graf Zeppelin and 
to build the Hinderburg, and in 
1936 joined its crew. 

When not flying his one hobby 
was photography, He had a dark- 
room in Frankfurt with time- 
clock and other equipment, and 
often brought valuable cameras 
on board, 

Then ... his infatuation for 
the brunette with her under- 
ground connections . . . his ab- 
normal behaviour. 


Hoehling deduces that Spehl 
secreted in Cell 4 a small device 
comprising a 1%-volt dry-cell 
battery—of which remnants were 
found—connected to a flash bulb 
and pocket watch timed to ex- 
plode it shortly after landing, but 
a short circuit or other fault 
exploded it prematurely. He was 
a tool of anti-Nazi plotters. 

Hoehling bolsters the theory 
with other evidence, and one 
trusts it is conclusive, otherwise 
he does a grave injustice to 
Spehl—who died in the disaster 
and to Spehl’s family. 

The whoie story is engrossing- 
ly told, the mystery painstaking- 
ly probed. 


What They Look At

The attitudes toward Ameri- 
can television abroad vary from 
wild enthusiasm to almost total 
indifference.

Italy: About 10 per cent of all 
air time goes to American pro- 
grams; the most popular 15 
“Perry Mason,” known locally 
as l'avvocato invincibile — the 
unbeatable lawyer. 

England: Limited by law Ww 
14 per cent. of total air time, 
American TV shows take up 
only about three hours 4 week.

Prof. Josef Fox collected more 
than 80 different misspellings of 
the word. “bourgeoisie” from ex- 
amining papers in his human- 
ities class at the State College 
of Iowa. Fox was annoyed, jus- 
tifiably, because three-fourths 
of the class had not learned to 
spell the word correctly after 
weeks of exposure to it, orally 
and in print. 

What fascinates us is the na- 
ture of the misspellings. In ear- 
lier times, the comical misspell- 
ings of the ignorant were often 
quite accurate phonetic tran- 
scriptions of the way they talk- 
ed. Not so these ingenious mod- 
ern misspellers, who went in 
for such monstrosities as “boure- 
gouies,” “bourgeosise,” and 
“burogioes.” 

As spelling, their efforts were 
atrocious. But as communication, 
even the worst attempts were 
curiously apt. The

- depending on where you put the 
aksent. The proper way to spell 
“boorzhwazee” is obvious from 
the sounds for anyone who has 
studied foniks. 

The more we try to spell the 
word the gurer we ate of one 
thing. It is not proper American 
usage and no one should be try- 
ing to spell it. It is a term of 
ridicule for shopkeepers, used 
by soshalirts to encourage re- 
yolutions.

A. Place between sheets of © 
waxed paper, and then press 
over it lightly with a medium- 
warm iron. 


Q. What is a formula for a 
good “homemade” ink eradica- 
tor? me 

A. Whip up a solution of one 
part of chlorinated laundry ~ 
bleach and 10 parts of water. 
Keep this in an old iodine or 
mercurochrome bottle with a 
rubber stopper to withstand the 
destructive effect of the bleach, 
and with a glass rod as an appli- 
cator. Use it along with a blot- 
ter, just as with commercial 
eradicator—and don’t, of course, 
expect this to work on typewrit- 
er ink. 


Q. What can I do when the 
glaze begins to wear off chintz, 
as it does after a few washings? 

A. This can be restored profes- 
sionally. But you can produce a 
pretty slick glaze yourself by 
dipping the chintz into a thin 
solution of clear starch to which 
a small amount of wax has been 
added. Use paraffin or candle 
wax, and stir it thoroughly into 
the hot starch solution.

Winter In Alaska 


’ The home we had chosen for 
this winter was a squat cabin 
with one ten-by-twelve room and 
a six foot wide outer room locally 
referred to as a “porch.” ... 

We had rented it when we had 
come to Unalakleet the spring 
before to make arrangements for 


the present movie project. We. 


had paid $75 for the year and our 
Eskimo landlord had tried to re- 
fund $5 of that because he felt 
the amount in excess of value. 


Our choice of the smallest 
cabin in the village was beyond 
the understanding of our native 
friends, “Dog House” one of them 
called it. There was no doubt 
Fred “lost face” in bringing his 
wife to such a place, especially 
with storey-and-a-half houses, 
copied after the quarters at the 
nearby Federal Aviation Agency 
Station, available, Still, it hap- 
pened to be exactly what we 


in fact, been built and lived in 
by Eskimos before its last occu- 
pancy by a prospector; It would 
be easy — much easier — to heat 
than the larger houses, With its 
sod-banked walls, it seemed not 
only substantial but harmonious 
with the country. We gave it the 
name “Mik-nik-rok,” meaning 
“the smallest,” and moved in.... 


There was a table nailed to the 
wall under the south window, a 
bench and two top heavy hand- 
made stools and a washstand. To 
this our landlord added an old 
Yukon stove with a firebox about 
the size of one shoe box atop an- 
other. Missing, however, were 
the firebricks protecting the tiny 
oven from the firebox. 


Our first acquisition had been 
a fifty gallon drum for holding 
water. We realized the limita- 
tions of our new home when the 
drum proved too wide for the 
door and it had been necessary to 
remove a window to bring iin. 
To the drum we added a plywood 
cover and a bucket and dipper 
on top of that. Next, a bed had 
been rented for the year for $10. 
It was a single iron cot with the 
lines of an.occupied hammock, 
but by supplementing the sag 
with our sleeping bag we made 
it passably comfortable. 

There had been difficulty get- 
ting this piece of furniture in, 
too, No wonder — with six small 
children crowded inside to watch. 
We had sent them outdoors where 
they had clustered at the window 
only to scatter like quail when 
Fred turned suddenly in their 
direction.

Canada’s Japanese garden

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No Comparison 


The post card was a rather garish 
picture of the beautiful moon bridge 
in the Japanese gardens, world 
famous tourist attraction in San 
Francisco. A friend of mine had taken 
my advice and purchased one of the 
CN’s package tours. This particular 
tour covered the Vancouver Festival, 
Seattle World's Fair and a west coast 
tour as far south as Los Angeles. Her 
card was to thank me for my holiday 
suggestion and remind me of my own 
early summer jaunt by train. It 
brought to my mind, not so clearly 
this beautiful garden, but the Japa- 
nese garden on the grounds of the 
University of British Columbia. 

When Kienio Ogato learned that I 
was on my way south, he begged me 
not to compare the Canadian garden 
with the California effort. “We are 
very new here,” he said, explaining 
that he worked during the summer as 
a garden guide. He was further 
evidence of how cosmopolitan Canada 
is becoming. Born in Austria, this 
slim youth who spoke perfect English, 
is a student from Japan studying 
agriculture at our most westerly 
university. 

To me, amateur gardener that I am, 
looked 
neither new nor could it be classed as 
second to any garden in the world. 
It has a personality all its own with, 


of course, national characteristics of 


the Japanese race. 

In itstearly stages of development, 
is centred 
about a pool and small brook stocked 
with ten thousand goldfish. The 
nucleus of this huge fish population 


was flown from Japan. Weaving back 


and forth across the pond are almost 
invisible strings intended to keep 
birds from feeding on the fish. 

The garden is absolutely authentic. 
Its pathways wander through Japan- 
ese maple trees, Japanese cherry 
trees and its niches of artistically 
planted shrubs are banked with 
azaleaa and native flowering bushes 
with a sticcession of bloom.

| Originally intended as a western 
ibranch of McGill University, the 
\buildings on UBC's campus take a 
| bit of getting used to. Most of the 
jarchitecture is severe, ultra modern

Some day its halls may be ivy-clad 
and mellowed with age, but I doubt 
whether its freshness and modern 
outlook will ever become musty.

In the northern coastal waters 
of Australia, divers seeking 
pearl-bearing oysters toil on the 
slimy sea bed, in a twilight 


world of coral reefs and rock . 


eaves, This aiso is the hunting 
ground of the giant cod... 
the grouper; a fish which div- 
ers find more sinister and fright- 
ening than’ even the shark. 
The drab brown adult group- 


. ers, with their huge’ heads and 


thick lips are among the ugliest 
of all fish. Often they are more 
than six feet in length and 
weigh between 200 Ib. and 300 
bh. The largest on record was 
twelve feet long and weighed 
half a. ton. 

Yet these ugly warriors of the 
gea, when young, are one of the 
most brilliant of the gorgeously 
coloured fishes of the coral 
reefs; beautifully mottled, with 
black. ‘ 

Over the years, many divers 
have lost their lives to large 
groupers. Unlike sharks, group- 
ers are not deterred by a mere 
= a of bubbles from a diver’s 
a ‘ 


They attack, relenflessly, and 
bite off the intruding diver’s 
leg or arm, or engulf his hel- 
met in their great jaws. 

Not long ago, a diver sudden- 
ly found himself staring into two 
green eyes, as big as saucers, 
only inches from him. Instinct- 
ively, the diver froze. He dared 
not move his hand to pull the 
rope.to signal the tender, fath- 
oms above, or the grouper’s 
jaws would have snapped. 

The diver sweated it out in 
bis rubber suit, while the fish 
chewed curiously at the glass 
helmet and sniffed up and down 
his chest. 

Perhaps the grouper did not 
eare for what he found, for he 
finally turned and swam away 
with ponderous gravity; only 
then could the trembling diver 
signal to the tender to be pulled 


then charging and 
One of the few people who 
has escaped such an attack is 

o Fujii, of Torres Straits. 
He had heavily scarred arms 
from beating off a persistent, 
gavage attack from a big 


grouper. 

Another lucky diver was one 
who was literally caught bend- 
ing. He was gathering material 
when the monster butted him 
hard, and hurled him head first 
into the thick, slimy sea-bed. 

The shaken diver stumbled to 
his feet and saw, through the 
elouded water, the huge grouper 
which had backed away and 


hung there with gills pulsating, 


waiting to renew the attack. 

The diver did not wait. He 
closed his air valve, and sig- 
nailed desperately to be hauled 
up.

Getting Rid (Maybe) 
Of London’s Pigeons 


For! many years London’s pi- 
geons and starlings have been 
making a mess of famous build- 
ings. The problem is, how do you 
get rid of flocks of several hun- 
dred birds, quietly, effectively 
and without causing an army of 
bird lovers to march on Trafal- 
gar Square? 

The Ministry of Works has 
worried about this for thirty 
years. Explosives, flashing 
lights, alarm calls and spiky 
strips of metal have been tried 
to dislodge starlings and pigeons, 
but with little success. : 

Recently however, a plastic 
jelly has oozed on to the scene 
and is spreading along afflicted 
ledges all over the country. The 
hordes of starlings that seek a 
warm roost in city smoke are 
leaving and it is causing quite a 

utter among the improvised 

unofficial dovecotes. 

e substance doesn’t harm the 
birds but gives a wobbly sensa- 
tion under their toes. In fact, 
they feel they haven’t a leg to 
stand on. 

This off-putting jelly is called 
Searecrow Strip and has been 
devised after considerable re- 
search by the country’s leading 
pest control organization. 

It is not affected by heat, cold, 
rain or snow and can absorb its 
own weight of dirt without be- 
coming ineffective. 

Ladders, hydraulic hoists, dec-' 
orators’ cradles, scaffolding and 
steeplejacks have been used to 
spread the jelly around. The 
main servicing company, Ren- 
tokil Laboratories Ltd. which 
also developed the repellent, 
have even bought a retired fire 
engine with a-100ft. turntable 
ladder from which a man applies 
the jelly from a caulking gun. 

Scarecrow strip has been used 
on the National Gallery, Covent 
Garden Opera House, St. Pan-

cras Station, and on theatres, 


hotels, town halls, churches, 
banks, post offices, department 
stores and other prominent 


buildings. It’s even been used on 
a lighthouse in the Orkneys! 

In Kent, farmers thought up 
the idea of :making records of 
bird noises, ahd playing them 
back very loudly to frighten off 
birds that were filching their 
crops. 


It didn't frighten the birds, but |° 


residents are-—cOmplaining be- 
cause of the horrible noise! 

In America, birds seem to have 
a special aptitude for getting 
themselves sucked into air-conai- 
tioning intakes of large office 
blocks with disastrous conse- 
quences for the circulation 
pumps. 

Falcons and monkeys have 
been trained to catch pigeons in 
New York but gn monkeys soon 
became as big 4 nuisance as the 
birds. Bird-s¢arers range from 
whistling novelties .and revolv- 
ing beacons to acetylene explod- 
ers and exploding shotgun shells. 


Should Convicts Have 
A Chance To Work? 


In North Carolina, reports 
Time Magazine, 306 convicts are 
released each morning and re- 
turn to prison at night. In the 
daytime they hold regular jobs 
er barbers, mechanics, cooks, 
secretaries and farmers. They 
pay for their prison room and 
board, and their transportation. 
The remainder of their earnings 
it divided between their families 
and a trust fund to be paid each 
prisoner when he completes his 
term. This program for rehabili- 
tation has aroused nationwide 
interest and approbation. 

In Oregon, Circuit Judge Val 
Sloper of Marion County was 
constrained recently to rule 
that Oregon law forbids use of 
penitentiary inmates in direct 
competition with private enter- 
prise. The opinion was in the 
moot case of the greenhouse at 
Dammasch State Hospital, com- 
pleted by convict labour when 
the Board of Control voted 2 to 
1, with Gov. Hatfield opposed, 
to use prisoners rather than to 
call for new bids. The Building 
Trades Council of the AFL-CIO 
brought action against inmate 
labour, and may seek to pre- 
vent use of convicts to build the 
women’s prison — a project for 
which the Legislature provided 
no funds. < 

If Oregon’s archaic, union- 
sponsored law should be inter- 
preted literally, the AFL-CIO 
might also challenge the use of 
prison inmates on prison farms, 
in’ prison kitchens and libraries, 
in shops and other institutional 
work. Idle prisoners become un- 
ruly prisoners. Convicts denied 
work learn no skills to contri- 
bute to their rehabilitation. The 
taxpayers would foot the addi- 
tional costs of convicts in idle- 
ness when there is state work 
to be done. But the element of 
productive work in rehabilita~- 
tion is the most important con- 
sideration. 

The North Carolina program 
of daytime employment of pri- 
soners in the normal channels of 
enterprise goes farther than the 
majority of the Board of Control 
approved in. the Dammasch 
case, where the job was for the 
state. — The Oregonian. 


Using Up Those 
Green Tomatoes 


Old-fashioned green tomato 
mincemeat is surprisingly easy to 
make, and may be canned or 
frozen for making holiday pies 
says Janina M. Czajkowski, ex- 
tension nutritionist for the Uni- 
versity of Connecticut, who rec- 
ommends it as a thrifty way to 
use the green tomatoes gather- 
ed before the frost, and plentiful 
“windfall” apples. 


To make approximately five 
pints of green tomato mincemeat 
try this recipe: 


GREEN TOMATO 
MINCEMEAT 


3 quarts chopped green 
tomatoes (about 20 medium 
size) 

114 quarts pared, chopped tart 
apples (about 8 medium 
size) 

2 cups raisins 

1 cup currants 

4 eup diced candied citron, 
lemon, or orange peel 
.2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
\ teaspoon ground allspice 
\% teaspoon ground cloves 
2 teaspoons salt (about) 

3 cups firmly packed brown 
sugar 

%4 cup vinegar : 

4 cup lemon juice 

Combine all ingredients in a 

large heavy pan. (Omit cloves if 

you plan to freeze mincemeat.) 

Cook mixture slowly until it is 

tender and thick. Allow about 

2 hours. Stir frequently to pre- 

vemt sticking. 


To can, pour boiling mixture 


into hot, sterile jars and seal 
promptly. 
To freese, pack mincemeat 


into freezer jars or containers. 
Remember to allow head space 
for expansion. Seal and freeze 
promptly.

Dad! Don’t Bother 
Heating Baby’s Bottle 


As a leading pediatric re- 
searcher, Dr. Emmett Holt of 
New York University-Bellevue 
Medical Center has tackled many 
problems in infant nutrition. But 
recently he decided to find the 
answer to a simpfe question that 
has bothered him—dnd millions 
of mothers—for years: Does a 
baby’s bottle really have to be 
‘warm? 

Dr. Holt and Miss Apollonia 
Adams of the U.S. Public Health 
Service fed premature infants 
formulas taken straight from the 
ice-box and found that they 
thrived just as. well as infants 
whose bottles were warmed to 
body temperature. 
as well, ate as much, and gain- 
ed weight just as fast,” said Dr. 
Holt last month. 

Cold feedings, the NYU pedia- 
trician noted, could save busy 
mothers 150 hours warming baby 
formulas. “With 2.7 million 
bottle-fed babies a year,” he said, 
“that’s 400 million hours for U.S. 
housewives.”

Cheese Made Of 
Banana Peel — UGH! 


Even a cursory look at the 
soaring sales figures showed 
how fond Germans had become 
of the new, rich red wine im- 
ported from Italy. Its lusty taste 
washed well with sauerbraten 
and dumplings; it seemed to 
have a little extra. something 
that the more familiar brands 
lacked. When German - health 
authorities fimally got around to 
analyzing the new import they 
discovered just what. Besides a 
trifling amount of grape, there 
were traces of ox blood, veal 
bones, skimmed milk, fish glue, 
seaweed, and a tar derivative to 
help the coloring. Four million 
liters of the tasty concoction 
were confiscated and Italian 
Premier Amintore Fanfan! 
promptly ordered an -investiga- 
tion. 

But wine was not the only 
thing Fanfani. was worried 
about. In recent weeks, there has 
been an epidemic of adulterated 
foods throughout Italy. Among 
the more flagrant cases were the 
5,000 pounds of Trieste cheese 
made of banana peel, the Genoa 
bread with a 50 per cent pig- 
fodder content, and the Gorizia 
butter produced from imported 
U.S. tallow normally used as -@ 
lubricant in ship launchings. A 
Verona cheese firm was closed 
down when health authorities 
discovered it was preserving its 
cheeses with formalin, an anti- 
septic used in morgues. In Rome, 
police shut 38 butchershops in 
three days. Meat had been “re- 
juvenated” with a powder that 
made it look fresher. 

Famfani has promised. new 
laws, and a special bureau to 
see that they are carried out. At 
present, in Rome alone, there 
are 24 sanitary inspectors for a 
population of 2 million. 


Girl Without Roots 
Kills For No Reason 


Clutching a small medieval 
art print, Suzanne Clift stood 
impassively in Boston's munici- 
pal courtroom one day last 
month. She looked like anyone 
but a wealthy post-debutante 
from proper Louisburg Square 
(proper Bostonians , pronounce 
the “s” in Louisburg). Instead, 
her straight drab-blond hair 
hung lank below the shoulders 
of her blue shantung dress. Her 
face was pasty pale and she 
said nothing during the eight- 
minute arraignment proceedings 
in which her lawyer waived @ 
hearing. Then, a court attendant 
tapped her shoulder. Courteous- 
ly, thé 21-year-old gril mumbl- 
ed, “Thank you.” Then along 
with two other women — one & 
drunk, one a shoplifter — sad- 
eyed, stoical Suzanne Clift was 
taken to the Suffolk County Jail 
to await grand-jury action. 

For Suzanne had admitted, 

police said, that she had slain 
her best beau, handsome Piero 
Brentani, 27. But why? 
. Suzanne’s genteel 
private school, college, jobs, & 
debut, and social prominence 
was ripped apart in. the fusty 
courtroom. But indeed its foun- 
dations had been wrenched eight 
years ago when she was 13 and 
her parents parted. 

Her father, movie-TV produ- 
cer W. Brooks Clift Jr., brother 
of actor Montgomery Clift, went 
to live in New York. Her mo- 
ther remarried a chemical en- 
gineer,' Peter’ Thomson, and al- 
though Mrs. Thomson stayed in 
Boston, Suzanne moved in with 
her grandmother, Mrs. Barbara 
Pierce Pairmain. When Suzanne 
wasn’t at Winsor, the finishing 
school in suburban Brookline, or 
later at Mount Holyoke College, 
Suzanne had an apartment of 
her own in her grandmother's 
five-story house at 85 Pinckney 
Street, only: a few steps from 
Louisburg Square. 

Neither finishing school nor 
foreign travel nor , the social 
whirl, to which she was intro- 
duced in a debutante dance of 
1958, made Suzanne other than

Credit Unions Expanding Fast 


One of the nation’s fastest- 
growing and most constructive 
institutional groups is striving to 
make itself both better, and bet- 
ter-known. 


Its members are the credit 
unions. These are self-help co-op- 
eratives, organized to aid mem- 
bers to pool their savings. The 
c6-operatives then loan to mem- 
bers — to meet emergencies, to 
buy appliances or homes, or to 
start small businesses. 


Thus credit unions free their 
members from total dependence 
on private moneylenders, or com- 
mercial loaning institutions. They 
also pay modest dividends, and 
inculcate savings habits. 


The U.S. nation’s first was or- 
ganized in a Manchester, New 
Hampshire, parish in 1909. By 
1950 there were some 9,000 of 
them with combined assets of 
about a billion dollars. By mid- 
1962 there are 21,000, with 13,- 
000,000 members; and their as- 
sets have grown to $6,500,000,000, 
or by six and one-haif times in 
12 years. 


In Canada, where the -first 
North American credit union was 
organized in 1900, there are an- 
other 5,000 with 2,700,000 mem- 
bers, and assets of nearly $1,500,- 
000,000. 

By percentage Credit Unions 
are increasing more rapidly in 
numbers, membership and assets 
than any other United- States fi- 
nancial group; though their total 
assets aré very small compared 
with those of the general finan- 
cial, world. 

Almost all United States-credit 
unions belong to the Credit Union 
Nationa! Association, directed by 
H. Vance Austin, and with head- 
quarters at Madison, Wis. 

It is working to establish 
credit unions throughout the 
world as well as nationally — 
there are now one or more in 
67 nations. It is a consultant for 
United Nations agencies such as 
FAO and UNESCO, and recently 
signed an agreement with AID 
(Agency for International De- 
velopment) to foster South Am- 
erican credit unions as part of 
the program of Alliance for Pro- 
gress. A similar plan is contem- 
plated for Africa. 

Credit unions are- fine boot- 
strap-lifters. Mr. Austin says that 
in his own home town in Color- 
ado the credit union helped more 
young fellows 
from World War II to start their 
own businesses, than did the 
town’s banks. 


And he tells of an Indian on 


‘ the shores of the world’s loftiest 


lake, Titicaca in Peru, who used 
a credit union loan to start his 
own business in making sandals 
from old tire casings. 


Credit unions take advantage of 
natural groups of people. They 
have been started in thousands 
of industrial plants, usually with 
labor - management ¢o-operation; 
in labor unions themselves; in 
church congregations; teachers’ 
organizations; in compact neigh- 


borhoods. There are even credit 
unions among employees of big 
financial institutions 30, in 
fact. among United States banks 
alone. And they. are “naturals” 
for the membe! fup of co-opera- 
tives organi for other pur- 
Pose

large. A recent pilot “public opin- 
ion” survey authorized by CUNA 
showed that most people, in lud-

The larger unions have profes- 
sional management, and sqme 
have good-sized staffs. But one 
fundamental need remains—that 
for skilled managers, of whom 
there are never enough to go 
around, writes Roscoe Fleming 
in the Christian Science Monitor. 


So CUNA recently held a four- 
day meeting at Denver which was 
for managers and other person- 
nel alone, and was in effect an 
intensive seminar on all the 
problems that might confront 
credit union people, 


At this meeting was organized 
CUES Managers’ Society (Execu- 
tive Services) which is for such 
personnel exclusively and will, 
like any other professional s0- 
ciet¥, devote its efforts to educa- 
tion, upgrading and training.’ 

The credit union people think 
there is still much room for 
organization, despite the fact that 
many or even most large natural 
groups have been organized. 

In the United States credit un- 
ion activity varies greatly from 
state to state. More than 17 per 
cent of Hawaiians belong, while

ity is centered in North America. 
Sixty-seven nations each have 
one or more credit unions, but 
nonetheless most of the free 
world is still virgin territory. 

Their origin is usually traced 
back to Germany during the lib- 
eral mosement of 1848. In North 
America, a French journalist 
named Alphonse Desjardins or- 
ganized the fist one in 1900, in a 
poverty-stricken Quebec village 
named Levis. The first contribu- 
tion per’ member was a dime, 
and the new financial institution 
started with total capital of $26. 

Later Desjardins went to the 
United States and organized the 
first United States credit union 
in 1909, in a parish at Manches- 
ter, New Hampshire. Then Ed- 
ward A. Filene, the great Boston 
merchant prince and public ser- 
vant, took it up. He and Desjar- 
dins are regarded as fathers of 
the movement, and CUNA head- 
quarters at Madison are in Filene 
House. 

State by state, laws authoriz- 
ing credit unions were enacted, 
and in 1934 the original federal 


incorporation act was passed, The~

Be Deadly Too! 


By the time it reaches the 
north-eastern tip of Manhattan, 
the Great White Way becomes 
just plain Broadway, a family 
street characterized by middle- 
class apartment houses, some 
small shops \— and. the tidy, 
yellow-brick uptown district ac- 
counting and commercial office 
of the New York Telephone Co. 


The air-conditioned building 
is only six years old; its brightly 
lighted interior is painted with 
eye-resting pastels.

Some Memories Of 
Old Farming Days 


Many things pass by, but the 
land changeth not so much; and 
when my father and I walk up 
through the fields of our -old 
Maine farm the differences don’t 
seem to matter, 

Father’s horizons have been 
lost, because nohody keeps cows 
any inore, but this is relative. 
Eighty years ago every farm had 
a barnful of stock, and the land 
was kept clear for hay and pas- 
ture. 


As a boy, my father could 
stand on our pasture knoll and 
look away across the valley, but 
not today. 

Today, uniess he’s a dairy 

farmer, a man can’t afford the 
luxury of cattle, and I guess a 
good many of the dairy farmers 
can’t—the way their numbers 
fall off every year. 
1 Well, the board of health, and 
the milk control board; and the 
federal marketing agent, and a 
thousand other regulatory no- 
tions have put the family cow 
out of business. We produce 
more milk every year with few- 
er cattle and fewer farmers. 

The horizons have drawn in. 
My father belongs to the genera- 
tion of cleared fields and neat, 
weedless wall-corners. Tall hay 
and ripe grains looked good, 

But the government bulletins 
tell us now that fence rows pro- 


tect wildlife and add to the - 


value, Each smal) bush is nurse 
maid to a bigger, and some day 
we'll have trees to sell, : 

The cattle used to keep the 
forest growth down by nipping 
the young shoots. 

If I want to hold back some 
bushes I tuck a package of hor- 
mones into my orchard spray 
tank, and I don’t need cows, 

Milk, I get delivered to my 
farm doorstep, homogenized, pas- 
teurized, scarified, and irradiated 
—cheaper than I could produce 
it myself, 

I don’t need oxen, and I 
couldn’t grow beef without get- 
ting afoul of more regulations 
than an abbey, and my old barn 
is legally unfit for dairying. 

It was ‘legislated out of archi- 
tecture 40 years , in the pub- 
lic interest. My father’s father, 
when he built it, had nobody to 
please but himself. I've been 
planning to rip it down and find 
some use for the lumber. 
But things are really about the 
game, . 
“I caught a skunk once, right 
there,” my father says. Some 
squirrels were raiding his pop- 
porn, so he built a wire cage to 
keep’a squirrel in and set a box- 
trap. When He found the trap 
sprung*he lugged it to the house 
and dumped the squirrel into the 
top of the cage and closed the 
hatch. 
But this squirrel happened to 
be a skunk, who resented this 
treatment and felt silly, indeed, 
sitting up in a squirrel cage. 
In my time, saw a woodcock, 
one year, sitting on eggs about 
where my father caught his 
skunk, and I watched her daily 
until they hatched. 
My. own son, in his time, trap- 
ped an owl about there, and kept 
him until he learned that an 
owl's personal habits are un- 
pleasant. 
And my father's father used to 
tell how they set droplogs to 
control the fishers that were the 


massacre some settlers at tide- 
water. 

It was in those times that our 
first house was built. The “old 
settler” was a boy of 19 then, 
and he dug clay from the brook- 
bank in the lower field and 
burned all ‘the thousands of 
bricks he used for his eight-flue 
chimney. He didn’t know how to 
burn bricks, and there was no- 
body around to show him, So he 
read what it says in the Bible 
about this trade, and went ahead. 

And my father and I walk up 
amongst my 30-foot pines and he 
says, “This is the best field on 
the farm. I used to harrow it 
for beans with a yoke of young 
steers and three logs driven full 
of wooden teeth. Not a rock in 
the whole field,.and good soil.” 

His father had cleared it — it 
stood comb-thick with monstrous 
pines older than Columbus—and 
was delighted to find it free of 
the rocks that sprouted like 
mushrooms on the rest of the 
farm, 

In my father’s 


time it grew 


crop after crop, and then in mine . 


we read another government 
bulletin and planted it to pine 
again. Six feet apart and offset 
in rows, neat.and orderly, the 
little seedlings reached for the 


sky, and I suppose: my son will — 


one day send them to mill and 
perhaps his own boy to college. 

The land is the same, but the 
generations come and go and the 
uses change. 

It isn’t enough that the world 
has fatherse and sons. There 
ought to be at that continuity 
with the land that an old farm 
affords. 

Young crows. cry in August, 
filling the humid, misty morn- 
ings with discord, and they are 
there for grandfathers and 
grandsons alike. 

The easterly rains slap on 


\ kitchen windows, the blackber- - 
ries bang by the rock walls, and . 


there is perpetual magic to the 
clear, cold water in the spring 
by the lane. . 

These things are the same, and 
in our living room we not only 
have’ the steredscope through 
whith Grandfather gazed in awe 
at the beauties of Niagara Falls 
in winter, but we have the spin- 
ning wheel on which grandmoth- 
ers. twisted the family yarn, end 
the latest pictures from Telstaf. 

Bricks burned before the Rev- 
olution await the inspections of 
further tomorrows. 

Father comes and walks Bs 
through the fields with me, 
sits again by the old places, and 
the things he did and the things 
he saw are about the same as we 
do today. 

His fields of corn were coaxed 
to maturity before an early frost 
if they were lucky; mine is hy- 
brid seed fed with computed 
fertilizers and irrigated, so I'm 
sure of a crop. But it’s still corn, 
The telephone rings to inter- 
rupt him while he is telling 
grandchildren how he drove 
eight miles in a snowstorm, with 
a white horse he couldn't see 
from the pung, to carry news of 
a new sister to an aunt up the 


road, 
Aunt Eunice’s roses still bloom 
by . the doorstep, and Aunt 


Eunice was an old lady when 
George Washington. was a boy. 

The doorstep used to be a flat 
fieldstone that was slippery in 
the rain, so in after times it was 
replaced by a cast cement block.
